103rd Regiment Has 
Equipment Worth 
$2,000,000

Wide-open battle flamed along 
the entire British front in Greece 
today, and the Germ ans acknowl­ 
edged th a t H itler’s britzkrieg inva­ 
sion 
is meeting "stubborn” resist­ 
ance after previously asserting th at 
the allies were in headlong retreat. 
"Our troops are now in 
contact 
with the enemy along the whole of 
our front in Greece,” 
the British 
Middle East command said tersely. 
It was apparent th a t a climactic 
struggle which may decide the fate 
of the Aegean kingdom is fast de­ 
veloping. 
D.N.B., the official G erm an news 
agency, said hundreds 
of 
B ritish 
prisoners, including engineers—from 
the English Midlands, Australia and 
New Zealand—had been captured 
by nazi infantry in “hard fighting” 
in the mountains. 
Allied Defense Line Holds 
B ritish quarters in Athens said 
Germ an panzer 
spearheads 
were 
executing savage thrusts, but de­ 
clared th a t nowhere had they over­ 
shot tile new allied defense line. 
T ie apparent collapse of 
Yugo­ 
slavia. coupled with a 65-mile G er­ 
m an break into northern 
Greece, 
gave a darker turn to events for the 
allies, 
however, in the 11-day-old 
battle of the Balkans. 
London conceded th at the situa­ 
tion in Yugoslavia was bad. 
H itler’s high command 
reported 
the capture of 
Sarajevo,

Yugoslavia, where the assassination 
of 
Archduke 
Franz 
Ferdinand 
touched off the 1914-18 World war. 
and declared that 
"thousands

Serbs" were surrendering. 
Inform ation reaching London in­ 
dicated th at Yugoslavia no longer 
had unified control over her armies, 
but it was believed th a t they would 
continue to fight as guerillas. 
Greek front-line dispatches said 
the Germ ans suffered heavy losses 
in knifing a 65-mile salient into 
northern Grece. converging in twin 
drives from Salonika and 
Bitolj 
pass. 
On the north African battlefront. 
tile British reported they had "suc­ 
cessfully attacked” German panzer 
columns striking into Egypt, in the 
Fort Capuzzo sector, in Libya, Just

frontier from Salum, 
Egypt. 
Germ ans Bomb Ireland 
Hitler’s high command said briefly 
th at a thrust in the Salum area by 
British armored units, supported by 
warships, had been repulsed. Salum 
is near the coast. 
The British expressed increased 
optimism tliat the axis drive toward 
the Suez canal had been slowed or 
stopped 
in the air war on the western 
European front, Germ an bombers 
gave northern Ireland its second in­ 
tense, widespread attack, and the 
British bombed the north Germ an 
naval base at Kiel for the 38th time 
since the start of the war.

Every tool has its 
own 
power, 
saws, jack ham m ers, 
nail 
drivers 
and rock drills operated by $10,000 
truck-m ounted

There are tractors of all sizes and 
machines for digging trenches. The 
regim ent even has a power shovel 
th a t takes almost a cubic yard of 
dirt a t a bite. 
To move 
the division 
and its 
thousands of automobiles over

river where there is no bridge, the 
engineers have a dozen 30-foot long, 
seven-foot wide pontoons made of 
aluminum.

caught by the New York Giants, 
who hopped on Whitlow Wyatt for 
a four-run rally in the eighth In­ 
ning and won 6-4. 
Even the lowly Phillies partici­ 
pated in the surprise party, beat­ 
ing the Boston Bees 6-5 on the four- 
hit hurling of Cy Blanton, an exile 
from Pittsburgh. 
Ttie nearest approaches to form 
in the entire day were the Chicago 
Cubs 
conquering

and the Boston Red Sox squeezing 
past the Washington Senators 7-6.

“Bootleg” 


Applied to Coal, the 
Word Means Five 
Million Tons 


[By the Associated Press] 
A report to Governor Jam es, after 
a survey in Northum berland, Schuyl­ 
kill, Columbia, and Carbon counties, 
where the “bootlegging” is preval­ 
ent, shows 12,098 men engaged In 
free lance work. 
The plan of operators and United 
Mine W orkers’ officials is to take 
coal produced in the holes for proc­ 
essing in company breakers, and to 
absorb the workers themselves in 
legitim ate mines. 
The “bootleg” holes produce 5,- 
000,000 tons of coal a year. 
The bootleg survey was made by 
150 representatives of the affected 
operators, under direction of R Y. 
Williams, Pottsville consulting en­ 
gineer. 
O ther facts developed in the sur­ 
vey: 
Daily net tons by tile bootleg 
holes, 20,000. 
Average num ber of 
bootleggers 
per hole, 3.6. 
In the Shamokin area, the report 
showed, the dally bootleg production 
of 8,010 gross tons exceeds the total 
legitimate breaker capacity, of 7,350 
tons 
In the Shenandoah, W illiams­ 
town and Pottsville area, however, 
the legitimate breaker capacity is 
considerably greater than bootleg 
production.

April I, 1934, and also several shore 
stations. 
My first ship was the USS M ar­ 
blehead, a light cruiser, named for 
Marblehead, M assachusetts. I serv­ 
ed about two years aboard her and 
visited many ports—Panam a, Hono­ 
lulu. San 
Diego, 
San 
Francisco, 
Puget Sound, etc. 
My first tour of duty on a ship in 
the Navy taught me many 
hard 
lessons in naval etiquette and gain­ 
ed me much valuable experience. 
I left the Marblehead 
in 
June, 
1936, to go to subm arine school at 
New London, Connecticut, where I 
was Introduced to one of the most 
interesting branches of the Navy, 
the submarine service.

O ne m an clubs, P a tric k M agee, 
representing the P h ilad elp h ia L iquor 
Licensees association, told a house 
com m ittee “are n othing b u t th e re ­ 
tu rn of speakeasies” an d they “w ait 
like wolves for the profits of th e 
S atu rd ay nig h t business.” 
R etail 
drinking 
places, 
except 
clubs, now close a t m id n ig h t S a tu r ­ 
day. 
Men’s Dry League 
T h e Rev. O. B. Poulson, of th e 
M en ’s Dry league, asked th e house 
com m ittee on liquor control; 
“W hy increase the o p p o rtu n ity for 
violation of th e law by increasing 
th e hours?” 
“Is this bill intended in an y way 
to help 4,OOP,000 young people and 
th e ir welfare by extending th e h o u rs 
of sale? 
“If I voted for th is bill I w ould 
sto p saying: ’God bless A m eeriea.’ 
I h ap p en to be a shepherd of souls 
an d I ’m proud of it. 
We deal w ith 
th e finished product of th e liquor 
traffic.” 


Philadelphian’s Argument 
R etail liquor establishm ents, M a­ 
gee said “Do not w an t to stay open 
on th e Sabbath, but th ey do w a n t a 
la te r closing on S atu rd ay n ig h t.” 
“Because of defense work, S a tu r­ 
day night, instead of F riday, now is 
th e only tim e working people ca n go 
out. 
They are driven to p atro n izin g 
clubs—and by th a t I m e an th e one- 
m an club, not legitim ate clubs.” 
"T h ere is no infringem ent o n th e 
S ab b ath by the extra ho u r or so 
S atu rd ay n ig h t.” 
M agee told the com m ittee

fees, which “goes back to th e local 
com m unity.”
